Senate File 2071, as approved by the Senate, makes FY 2012 General FundTOTAL FUNDING: 
supplemental appropriations of $8.5 million to the Department of Corrections (DOC) and creates a third
round of funding available from the Mental Health Risk Pool ($5.0 million). 

 S-5015 makes the following funding changes to SF 2071:
Eliminates $2.0 million of the $8.5 million of the FY 2012 supplemental appropriations to the DOC,
reducing the total supplemental appropriations to $6.5 million.
Reduces the FY 2012 Medicaid appropriation by $6.5 million to offset the supplemental
appropriations.

Tier three items
support mandated services to avoid reductions, elimination, or waiting
lists for services that may place the consumer’s health or safety at risk.
Tier three also helps to maintain consumers in a community setting,
creating a risk that the consumers would be placed in more restrictive,
higher cost settings.
